ADMISSION OF LAW CLERKS AS SOLICITORS. 
(TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES.) 
Sir,— From the fairness and impartiality you have 


shown in opening your columns for the expression of 


opinions at variance with your own, I am induced to 
say a few words in reference to the article in your pub- 
lication of the 15th inst., upon admission of law clerks 
into the legal profession. 

Speaking either in the interests. of the public or the 
profession, [ have no hesitation in saying that, it is for 
the interest of both that the avenues to it should be 
guarded with the greatest care, and every step taken to 
uphold and elevate the social standing and position 
of its members. There is no clas’ of the community 
which is not some time of other, more or less, de,en- 
dant upon their faithfulness and integrity, and it is, 
therefore, for the advantage of all to prevent its “ status” 
being lowered beneath its present standard. 

Except the stamp duty and apprentice fee (and the 
latter we know is easily arranged in some quarters ), 
there is but one check or obstacle to admission as an 
attorney in Ireland, and that is the five years’ servitude 
ag an apprentice, without being allowed during that 
period to receive any remuneration for the service so 
rendered. We have no examination, either preliminary 
or final, by which to test the education or coripetency 
of those seeking admission into our profession, and 
until this serious deficiency is supplied, and a barrier 
thus erected against ignorance, both educational and 
professional, it would seem to me most unwise and im- 
politic to facilitate the entrance of law clerks into the 
legal profession. Some of them are men of the highest 
conduct and of good ability, whom I should be glad to 
receive into the ranks of our profession, subject to such 
examination as [ have refrred to, but of many others I 
regret to say Í can speak in no such terms of commen- 
dation, being dissolute and intemperate in their habits, 
coarse and ill-bred in their behaviour, and in no respect 
suited to the very responsible position to which you 
advocate their admission on such very advantageous 
terms. To allow such men this convenient mode of be- 
coming solicitors, would in effect be enabling them to 
avoid the ordeal of a five years’ apprenticeship, which 
we, who were not fortunate enough to have been law 
clerks, were obliged to undergo, as there would be no 
difference between their years of apprenticeship, and 
their previous service as paid clerks. 

As you are doubtless aware, two years of the five 
years’ service is remitted to those who havegraduated in. 
Jollege. ‘To this privilege, or any step in that direction 
which is calculated to elevate the condition of our pro- 
fession by filling it with gentlemen of education, I for one 
have no objection; but I certainly will oppose, as far as in 
my power, every movement having what I believe to be an 
oppositetendency. What we really want in our profession 
is a preliminary examination, previous to apprenticeship, 
80 as tu compel a good English and moderate classical edu- 
cation in all candidates for the profession, and a strict 
final examination in the principles of law and the prac. 
tice of our profession, such as is required in England 
upon admission as an attorney. Wien we are thus 
protected it will be time enough, in my opinion, to relax 
the present very necessary rule preventing apprentices 

from being remunerated as clerks. 

I need scarcely refer to another phase of this question, 
which is the influence such a practice would have upon 
the relation between the solicitor and his conducting 
clerk, and the temptation to the 1:tter to ingratiate 
himself with the clients of the former, and then, upon 
admission into the profession, to make them his own.—

had a large family, and his desire was to turn the atten- 
tion of his sons to some pursuit which would make them

tion. And, as for himself (the lecturer), he was intensely 
desirous to do something for himself and his countrymen; 
but in order to effect “hat object it would be necessary to 
go to school, and he should inform thei that some 
twenty yearsago schools were very scafce, at all events 
such ones as communicated something more than a 
mere elementary education. Finding this td be the case, 
and also not being vety find of study, he told his parents 
that he preferred to travel and direct his mind at once to 
some trade or business, especially to that ot an engineer, 
for he had often looked upon the steamboats as they 
glided along the rivers, and the locomotives a8 they 
rushed at the rate of forty or fifty miles an hour through 
the country; and while he beheld those spectacles he 
could not help thinking that if he learned to construct 
one of these engines he would be a much cleverer fellow 
than most of his countrymen (laughter.) Those were his 
youthful asperations, but many difficultics prevented 
their restigation in his native country; for, with all the 
boasted liberty of the United States, it was not partici- 
pated by the blackman. We could not learn his busi- 
ness there, and had to come to England for that purpose, 
when indeed his position was singular for some tiie, for 
he saw himself everywhere surmounted by white faces 
and not a black one at all. The lecturer then dwelt 
upon the welcome which he received from all classes in 
England, and his experience of the genuine liberty en- 
joyed there by the high and low, as compared with the 
United States, and then procee.ted to the immediate sub- 
ject of the evening’s discourse. Having just alluded to 
his appointment as agent and lecturer to the 
Irish Temperance League, he said that about six 
months ago he paid a visit to Broad Mills 
and sume other places in that neighbourhood. He looked 
into a Sunday school there, but could see nothing re- 
markable about the children. Like others, they appeared 
to be somewhat afraid of him, and he found niuch diffi- 
culty in attracting their attention for any length of time; 
but about a month ago, he received an invitation from 
Mr. Shanks, who requested him to deliver a lecture on 
Saturday evening. Well, he entered the same school 
again, and to his great surprise, they looked like another 
class of human beings, or as if they belonged to another 
nation; so bright and clean were their faces, that 
the smile of Heaven was upon them. When 
people usually address children, it is impossible 
to engage their attention, unless the discourse 
is very interesting; but for three-quarters of an 
hour, they paid the utmost attention to him. At 
the conclusion of his discourse they went into the yard. 
and he thought their national impulse would be to go 
and play, but instead of that, they fortaed themselves 
into little groups, some reading a passage of Scripture, 
and others discoursing upon the correctness of the 
discourse, while others were talking about the recent 
conversion of a little boy and girl. They were all in fact 
engaged upon some religious subject, and afipeared to 
be quite happy. And why should they not ? for their 
minds were occupied with the conversion of children to 
the Lord. A similar and even a more striking change 
had taken place in the adults whom he met. Rough 
farm labourers, whom on former occasions he 
had seen noisy and drunk at the market, were 
on this occasion not only sober and orderly, 
but when they met they embraced, hung upon each 
others’ necks, and cried out “ God bless you 
To be sure, some people pretended io explain all this by 
saying it was the result of excitement ; but that could 
not account for it. It was nothing less than the spirit 
of the Lord which was working upon these people—the 
same spirit which operated upon the Jews and Gentiles 
:n the early days of Christianity, and which created then 
the same astonishment it does now. The lecturer 
then alluded to an incident which occurred on a journey 
which he made to Miltown in company with a physician, 
who was quite incredulous upon the stibject of revivals. 
A young woman who had been at a midday prayer meet- 
ing, and who was very much impressed with what she 
had heard and seen there was going along the same 
road and lay down under the hedge. She began to 
pray and cry out to the Lord for mercy. Some chil- 
dren, who saw her in this condition, went immediately 
tothe house and informed their friends that she was dying. 
They accordingly went to her assistance and brought her 
intoa house, when the doctor approached and leafned her 
stafe. He felt her pulse and ordered her to put otit her 
tongue, but he could not find anything amiss with 
the latter, though the former, in his opinion, indi- 
cated that she was labouring under a fever, but he can- 
didly confessed he could not satisfactorily account for 
her condition. He however prescribed some remedy for 
het which happened to be av hand, but she cried out 
that she did not want medicine, but the Lord Jesus 
He (the lecturer) then said, if you want him 
we will assist you to find him. He and the others pre- 
sent then offered up a prayer, and he went upon his jour- 
ney with his friend; bat when returning they saw a

found him at last. Oh, how precious is He 
what fools we are to live without Christ. If l had known 
it I would have had him long ago.” On the following 
Sabbath she appeared in church, quite in her right 
mind, and looked as pleased as most people usually do 
who hear prayer going on. She also sang with the rest, 
and from those circumstances he concluded hers that wasa 
genuine case of conversion. The lecturer then proceeded 
to give some other instances of the nature of the move- 
ment in the North, and contended that it was not gene- 
rally to be ascribed to enthusiasm or physical causes, 
though in so..e few cases it might, but to the opera- 
tion of the spirit of God upon the people in effecting 
their conversion. At the conclusion of Mr. Benson’s 
lecture, his friend, Mr. Bell, was introduced to the 
meeting, who, afier pronouncing a prayer, spoke at con- 
siderable length upon the subject, and related his ex- 
periences about it. A prayer meeting was then held, 
after which the assembly separated.

An acquaintance 
sprang up between them, and the landlady, seeing that 
there was some familiatity between Dr. Smethurst and 
Miss Bankes spoke to Miss Bankes, who left the house, 
and went to reside at a similar establishment in Kildare- 
terrate. On the 9th of December, 1858, Dr. Smethurst 
met Miss Bankes ata church in Pintlico, where they were 
married. Dr. Sméthurst went back to his wife for a day 
or two, and it Would be found that Sinetharst and Miss 
Bankes afterwards left their respective boarding-houses 
on the 11th of December. Nothing was herd of the lady 
untilthe 10th of January, 1859, when Miss Louisa Bankes 
received a letter from her sister. That letter was an- 
swered, and on the 15th of Feburary Dr. Smethurst, 
and Miss Bankes, calling herself Mrs. Smethurst, 
went to live at Old Palace-gardens, Richmond. They 
appeared to live on the most affectionate terms, and M 
Bankes went for long walks, and appeared to be 
in very good health Up to 28th March they 
lived there, and then commenced the illness which 
terminated in death. The prisoner made inquiries as to 
who wete the best medical men in town, and, on 
recommendation, Dr. Julius and Dr. Bird, his partner, 
were called in on the 3d of April. Dr. Julias treated her 
for an ordinary case ot diarrhea, having obtained from 
Dr. Smethurst a full account of the nature of the symp- 
toms. Dr. Smethurst took a most active part, was in 
close attendance on the deceased, and never allowed the 
medical men to be alone with her. Dr. Smethurst also 
suggested medicines, innocent in their character, but 
in whieh he said he had faith. Dr. Julius continued to 
attend her ffotn the 3d of April to the 15th, when she 
lett Old Palacé-gardens and went to Alma-villas. Dr. 
Julius was extremely puzzled by the symptoms, and was 
astonished to find that all his remedies were unavailing. 
Under these circumstances, he requested Mr. Bird to sce 
her; and from that time to the day of her death Mr. 
Bird attended her, in connection with his partner. 
The unfortunate lady died on the 3d of May, and the 
present indictment was in consequence preferred against 
the prisoner. 
Mr. Serjeant Ballantine, in his opening speech, laid 
the whole of the above details before the jury, and then 
proceeded to call evidence to prove the case against the 
prisoner.

Avarmine FIRE tx Stig0.—On Tuesday evening a 
fire broke ont on the premises of Mr. Leech, Castle- 
street, which for some time caused great excitement in 
the town.

Potato Disrase.—Some careful observers of agricul- 
tural and gardening affairs say that potatoes aré farther 
advanced at present than they have been for some years 
with so little appearance of disease, which to some ex- 
tent at least, warrants the hope that the epidemic may 
be jess virulent this year pertiaps than it has been for 
several yeats past. Another hopeful symptom is that in 
some cases in gardens in this quarter, where the tops 
are quite down, and to all appearance through disease, 
no tubers have been found affected in the slightest deg ree.

General Hay on VOLUNTERR Rirte Snoor- 
1x@.—The most satisfactory thing elieted by Saturday's 
conversation in Parliament is the report ot Major Gen- 
eral Hay on volunteer rifle shooting. The results 
surpass even what was predicted from the application 
of will and intelligence to sharp-shooting. It turns 
out that the volumteer pupils at Hythe have besten 
the officersof the regular army, just as a militia 
regiment won the most marks in the contest of bat- 
talions and companies. The volunteer gentlemen 
at Hythe—“most of whom had never fired with 
a rifle before, and not any at a longer distance 
than about 200 or 300 yards’—made 47.07 puoiuta, 
whereas the highest figure of the officers of the regular 
army with whose shooting the comparison is drawn, 
was 46.94. It is further remarked that the officers of 
the army always beat the men, and for a good reason, 
they are more intelligent, But, in one sense, the rifle 
volunteers will be nearly all officers, so far as superior 
intelligence is concerned, and the shooting of the 
whole of these corps cam hardly fail to approach in 
efficiency that of the officers at Hythe. Major- 
General Hay very justly says that the admirable . 
performances of the volunteers “ point clearly to 
the great benefit the country will derive from en- 
listing the services of the educated classes of the popu- 
lation in the movement now in progress for the enrol- 
ment of volunteers ior rifle companies and corps,” 
Major-General Hay rightly thinks that, if properly 
conducted, rifle stiooting ‘cannot fail to prove hence- 
forth one of the most interesting of our national 
amusements.” ‘The fact is that a knowledlye of the use

Besides the Venetian masts, or tall flag-staffs, painted 
of various bright colours, spangled, many of them with 
golden stars, and surmounted by pennons having the 
names of the late victories inscribed on them in letters 
of gold, which are planted, at short distances, on each 
side the carriage way, along a great part of the Boule- 
vards ; besides the handsome columns, bearing appro- 
priate inscriptions, and decorated with flags and garlands 
which have sprung up, as if by magic, near the different 
theatres and at various points of the line ; besides the 
ornaments on the houses and balconies, gaudy with 
banners and hung with coloured lanterns; besides, in 
short, a host of minor adornments which would 
be tedious in description, but which as a whole 
produce a gorgeous and most brilliant effect, there are a 
few more prominent aud important objects which call for 
a word or two of special mention, although this 
sort of spectacle but ill bears description, and must be 
seen to be appreciated. Coming from the camp the eye 
is first caught by a tall square turretted tower on the 
Place du Trone, close to the barrier of that name. It is 
the observatory, which has been thus transformed for 
the occasion. From the summit of the tower, which has 
been painted to imitate stone, a banner waves ; on the 
sides eagles are depicted, and between each two, on all 
the four sides, are the tames of Solferino, Magenta, 
Palestro, Melegnano, and Montebello. It is on the Place 
de la Bastille the; the Emperor meets his army, to lead 
it thence on its march through the capital. A very 
fair cory of the front of Milan Cathedral, about 60 feet 
high, has there been got up, surmounted by the inscrip- 
tion, “To the Army of Italy, the City of Paris.” Below 
are the names of the en ts and the numbers of 
ali the regiments that have fought in Italy. On the 
boulevard, close to the Cirque Napoleon, is a lofty por- 
tico with three arcades, magnificent ín gilding and 
decoration. At the corner of the Rue Marivaux, 

which rans down one side of the Opera Comique, 
is an meee | handsome triumphal column, the 
contribution of the administration of that theatre to the 
general decoration of the Boulevards. ‘Throughout all 
these ornamental devices the usual ingenuity of the 
French decorator is cuous. His theatrical in- 
stincts never desert him, and, with Paris for his stage, he 
gets up a fairy spectacle at three days’ notice. It is all 
tinsel, if you like, and bitsof tawdry bunting, and paste- 
board granite and wooden marble, but it is neat and 
tasteful, and produces the desired effect of amusing a 
million or two of people for 24 hours, and leaving them 
something to talk about for a week. 

If there were crowds in the streets yesterday after- 
noon, there were multitudes there lust night. Every

curious arrivals were witnessed this morning at the 
various stations. Numbers of elegantly-dressed ladies 
who had waited until the last moment to repair to the 
fetes, were compelled, and too happy, to take a passage 
in dirty luggage waggons.

The 31 pieces of cannon captured from the Austrians 
during the recent campaign were deposited some days 
sgo at Vincennes, and the public was admitted to visit 
them. All, or a portion of them, are announced to form 
part of to-day’s procession. They are of various calibre, 
trom six-pounders upwards, and are remarkable for the 
purity of the metal of which they are composed. The 
carriages are rather old fashioned, and resemble a model 
which the French have long since abandoned. Never- 
theless, I should doubt if it had many important imper- 
fections, for I lately, in Italy, heard French officers speak 
of the Austrian artillery as in all respects very efficient 
and well adapted for service. The captured guns com- 
prise a short 24lb. howitzer, which has engraved upon 
the breech “ Arsenal of Paris, 2nd year of the French 
Republic,” and round the muzzle “ Liberty, Equality.” 
Among the other pieces is a handsome Austrian bronze 
goid Ná. richly chiselled, and cast in Vienna in 

It isnow a guarter-past 10, and the head of the great 
military pagcant is halteá at the western extremity of 
the Boulevard Montmartre. A small advanced guard, 
the very ápex of the column, is composed of a detach- 
ment of the Cent Gardes. Five gorgeous trumpeters 
ahead, and then a score of the chosen troopers of that 
brilliant little corps. They halt opposite the Opera 
Comique. Away to the left, where the Emperor and 
his staff have made a brief pause, is heard a clamour of 
applause. Presently the column moves on, the Emperor 
in front, occasionally taking off his cocked hat, frequently 
——- it with the military salute. He is in the un- 
dress of a general officer, blue frock and broad red 
ribbon of the Legion of Honour. He is well received. 
The French have a mode of cheering which makes it 
difficult to know exactly what or whom it is they are ac- 
claiming. However, many cries of Vive ?Empereur are 
distinguishable through the confused uproar. 
are thrown from the windows to the Emperor and his 
staff. He advances very gradually, reigning in his fine 
charger to its slowest walk, pursued by shouts and by 
more flowers, until he ie lost in the distance beyond his 
staff and escort. There seems to be some change in the 
order of march, as a:inounced in yesterday’s Moniteur. 
The Austrian guns were to have preceded the general 
commanding the guard and his staff. Instead of that 
here are the weunded, lame, and maimed, with arms in 
slings and pallid visages, following each other in the 
order of their regiments. First are the Chasseurs, 
then the Voltigeurs (very numerous these; and remind- 
ding one of the long-contested fight round Solferino’s 
old tower), then the Zouaves and the Grenadiers, who 
gathered their laurels chiefly at Magenta. Soldiers of 
the line follow, and also the Turcos, with their bright 

blue uniforms and dingy faces. ‘Torrents of applause for 
the wounded anda reserve of flowers is brought for- 
ward for their particular benefit—good substantial bou- 
quets, which a vigorous arm can pitch into the very cen- 
tre of the boulevard. There, at yonder corner window, 
a pretty actress of the Opera Comique has established 
herself, wih avast store of nosegays, and keeps up a 
weil-sustained fire with an sccuracy of aim that should 
qualify her for the tirailleurs. The wounded have al- 
ready, on the tolerably long march from the Bastille, 
been abundantly provided with flowers and laurel 
wreaths, and much that now falls at their feet is left for 
those thatcome behind them. It is difficult exactly to 
measure applause and signs df sympathy in the rapid 
succession now goihg on, but it seems to me that they 
are more copiously bestowed on the wounded than on 
the conqueror who preceded them, but who, nevertheless, 
ad no reason to complain. Of course writing as the 
thing is going on, I can speak only of what occurs on 
the few hundred yards of boulevard within my ken. To- 
night and to-morrow it will be posible to obtain a more 
general impression, and to Jearn how the Emperor was 
received in other parts of the town, and in quarters 
where a totally different class of people resides to 
that which is found in the Chausee d’Antin. 


The troops march past in divisions or sections of about 
40 men each—two ranks, having a front of 20; At the 
ace at which they are going, the marcli past can hardly 
t so long as was expected, but it will certainly last 
much later than half-past twelve; at which hour, owing 
to the special post-office regulations for te-day and to- 
morrow, this letter must be despatched.

A huge red cross is attached to the 
upper part of the staff, about which the colours hang in 
shreds. The passage of some popular general atigments 
the applause, and produces an increasing waving of the 
countless white handkerchiefs which white hands flutter 
from the Windows. Hark to that wild march! It is 
the signal for a burst of cheering. The Zouayes 
of the Guard are going by, and are greeted as so 
popular a corps might expect to be. They cer- 
tainly are the most picturesque set of desperadoes 
that ever drew trigger—at least in any modern 
army. On they go, with their usual devil-may-care 
swing and stride, bearded and sunburnt; and after them 
come the grave and more stately Grenadiers, in their 
most uncomfortable long coats and heavy bearskins. 
But where are the trophies of the campaign—where 
the captured guns and culours—which we were promised 
in the programme ? Yesterday’s Moniteur said in’ its 
hs ge of the order of march—first the Emperor 
with his escort and suite, then the Austrian flags borne 
by soldiers of the different corps, 
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ima there fell from this black cloud some of those 
rge heavy drops which are the palpable precursors of a 
thunder shower. For a few minutes people tried to be- 
lieve that it would hold up, but therain soon: came down 
very smartly, and in less than five minutes half the tri- 
bunes were evacuated. This shower did not however last 
long; bits of blue sky began to appear, and many of the 
ladies who had taken shelter under the tribunes and 
under improvised tents made by raising the ample 
velvet hangings which bordered the front of them, 
came back to their seats. In a quarter of an hour, 
however, another thunder shower, still heavier than 
the first,came down, but did not last long. This 
was generally voted to be the douquet, or finish, Vain 
hope! Presently a regular watér-spout; in comparison 
with which the preceding showers were mere 
sprinklings, wetted people through in a few 
moments, and I should think spoiled more bonnets 
and dresses than have been sacrificed on any one 
occasion formany a long day. The cavalry of the 
guard, which wound up the procegsion, marched past 
before empty benches. Here and there a couple of 
ladies might be seen crouching under one umbrella, 
their feet in a puddle, and their crinolines and flounces, 
which no umbrella yet manufactured could cover, 
suaking wt. All this while the Emperor never 
budged, or appeared to take the least notice of the 
mishap. There he and his marshals sat on their 
horses, wet through to the skin; and may Heaven 
keep them from the rheumatism! The rain ceased a 
little. before the Horse Artillery of the Guard, which 
closed the cortege, had marched past, and the Emperor, 
without losing a moment, set spurs to his horse, and, 
followed by his marshals and staff, proceeded to the 
‘Tuileries. 
THE TWO EMPERORS.—POSSIBLE RESUMP- 
TION OF THE WAR. 

We were informed some days ago, from a source 
which has hardly ever been at fault with regard to the 
accuracy of its information, that very grave differences 
had arisen between the Emperor of France and the 
Emperor of Austria. The communication of the fact 
was followed by a verbal expression of opinicn that it 
was not only possible, but far from improbable, that 
the issue of these serious misunderstandings between 
the two Imperial despots would be the resumption 
of the war in Italy. We thought it better, however, not 
to refer to the circumstances until we should see what 
turn matters might take in a few days. We now learn, 
from another and entirely different quarter---but one no 
less than likely to be correctly informed--that so far 
from the grave differences between the Emperors 
of France and Austria being in the way of adjustment, 
they have been greatly aggravated since we received 
our first information on the subject. It would be 
a curious and instructive circumstance, if, after all 
---on the principle that when a certain class of persons 
fallout, honest people get their own-—-the issue of this 
quarrel between the two Imperial despots should be the 
freedom of Italy. Perhaps no better proof could be fur- 
nished of the hostile feelings towards his brother Em- 
peror of Austria which have sprung up in the breast of the 
ruler of France than the fact that the prohibition given 
to the French journals against attacking Austria has 
been withdrawn by the French Government, and that 
the Paris journals in the interest of the French Govern- 
ment will, in all probability, avail themselves this very 
day oftheir newly-acquired permission to commence a 
series of severe attacks on the, Austrian Government. 
We may further add; as a proof of the extent to which 
the breach between the two Emperors has already gone, 
that on Thursday last the artist employed by the 
French Government to paint the interview between 
them at Villafranca, received orders from the French 
Government to suspend operations.---Morning <Adver- 
tiser. — 

THE NEW PLENIPOTENTIARY FOR CENTRAL 
| AMERICA. 

The country will view with considerable satisfaction 
an awakening sense in the silent bosom of the Foreign 
Office as to the importance of Central America. Secret 
diplomacy only demonstrates its operations by outward 
and visible signs, leaving the public to speculate upon 
their significance ; and by these signs the public must 
judge of the intentions of Lord John Russell. Long ere 
the stars and stripes decorated the free banner oí the 

United States, the Hing of Gréat Britain had recognised 
territory in Central América. ‘The woodcutters of 
Btitish Honduras are as ancient a race as the Pilgrim 
Fathers ; but the woodcutters remained faithful when 
the sons of the Pilgrims shot down their fellow-subjects 
on Bunker’s Hill. And the woodcutters still desire to 
remain faithful, notwithstanding the threats and blan- 
dishments of theif northern cousins. British Honduras, 
including the islands of Ruatan and Bonaca, is a British 
colony, as much as Canada or the Cape of Good Hope ; 
and its title is unaffected by the Clayton- Bulwer Treaty. 
as all American politicians know, though some are 
not honest enovgh to avow it. About two years ago 
the present Foreign Secretary was indiscreet enough, in 
his place in Parliament, to speak with indifference of the 
value of her Majesty’s possessions in Central America. 
Mature reflection has, we believe, however, altered his 
opinion. Indeed, credit must be given to the Foreign 
Office for having recently greatly amended its ways. 
The public opinion, freely expressed in this and other 
other journals, has at length reached the recesses of the 
Foreign Office, and repentance is evidencing itself in 
acts having a tendency in the right direction. We 
expressed hopes that something would be done 
to restére the confidence of the colony when Sir 
W. G. Ouseley was sent out, last year, as Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Nicaragua. The well-known 
manly character, instinct with British feeling, of 
Sir W. G. QOuseley rendered him a peculiarly fit 
instrument to reassure the drooping confidence of 
the colonists, arid to unmask the aggrandising ten- 
dencies of the United States. It is suspected that 
Sir William’s line of policy was of too bold a 
nature to be sanctioned by the traditions of the 
Foreign Office, and it is not unlikely out that 
this has caused some complications, working 
personal annoyance to himself—and it is known 
that he has suffered greatly in his health in the warm, 
moist climate of Nicaragua. Be the cause, however, 
whatever it may, it is, we understand, the intention of 
the Foreign Office to recall Sir W. G. Ouseley, and to 
supply his place with Mr. Charles Lennox Wyke, who 
was presented. by Lord John Russell to the Queen, at 
Osborne, on Friday, and will take his departure by the 
West India mail on the 17th for Costa Rica, via Pa- 
nama, the direetors of the railroad across that isthmus 
having, through their president, Mr. D. Hoadley, now 
in England, in reference to the Australian postal con- 
tract, placed a special train gratuitously at his disposal, 
as they did when Sir W. Ouseley from As- 
pinwall to the same destination. The Foreign Office 
list for the present year furnishes a short biography of 
Mr. Wyke. He was formerly a lieutenant in the Welsh 
Fusiliers, and afterwards for three years a captain in 
the General Staff of the late King of Hanover. In 1845 
he was appointed vice-consul at Port-au-Prince, and 
in 1852 he was named as consul general for Cen- 
tral America, on the retirement of Mr. Chatterfield; and 
in 1854 he was raised to the diplomatic rank of Charge 
d’Affaios. Mr. Wyke’s name and reputation are neces- 
sarily shrouded in the haze which hangs over Central 
America; but, from such information as may be gathered 
from a perusal of such wring 
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might have taken place quite naturally as a conse- 
quence of the peace, a es uction of our mili- 
tary and naval armaments.

BRITISH HONDURAS. 

The New York Herald, of the 3rd instant, states

Wyke, British Charge d’Affaires in Guatemala, and the 
government of that so-called republic, of mote than or- 
dinary importance, by the terms of which Guatemala 
cedes to Great Britain the absolute right of sovereignty 
in and over the district of territory hitherto known as 
British Honduras, or Belize.” 

A FUGITIVE SLAVE CASE. 

Considerable excitement was caused in Maryland, 
from circumstances arising out of the capture of fugitive 
slaves who had escaped into Pennsylvania. It seemes 
that the owners of the slaves appointed a man named 
Emanuel Meyers, who resides in Carroll County, near 
the Pennsylvania borders, as their agent to take the 
slaves and bring them back, as he could undoubtedly do. 
under the Fugitive Slave Law of 1851, provided he did 
so without committing a breach of the peace. Armed 
with this authority, Meyers went to Pennsylvania, 
where the negroes lived, ahd in the middle of the night, 
succeeded ini capturingahd taking them back. A great 
outcry was made on the arrest being discovered, as many 
people really believed that the negroes were free, and, 
on the oath of negro named Coleman, a warrant was 
issued fcr the arrest of Meyers, without specifying that 
the negroes were free. This warrant was handed over 
to Mr. Robert M‘Cartney, the Sheriff of Cumberland 
County, who bribed the driver of the mail stage to en- 
trap Meyers. ‘This he did by driving near to the border 
of Maryland, but on the Pennysylvania side, where, 
holding up a letter, he told Meyers to come for it. Not 
suspectiitg treachery, Meyers complied, when M‘Cartney 
and his confederates jumped from the stage, and cap- 
tured him, after a severe struggle. Meyers was subse- 
quently released on tendering bail in the sum of 2,500 
dollars, to appear and answer at the the August term of 
the Cumberland Court. The Govornor of Maryland, it 
is said, is taking steps for the protection of the citizens 
from similar outrages. 

THE SLAVE TRADE. 

The Richmond Despatch, of July 26th, includes in its 
market note the traffic in human beings. It says:—“ In 
response to the many inquiries made from persons at 
a distance as to the prices slaves are commanding in the 
market, we pubiish the annexed statement, furnished 
by reliable authority :—No. 1 men, 20 to 26 years old, 
from 1,450 dols. to 1,500 dols. ; best grown girls, 17 to 
20 years old, from 1,275 dols. to 1,325 dols. ; girls from 
15 to 17 years old, 1,150 dols. to 1,250 dols. ; girls from 
12 to 15 years old, 1,000 to 1,100 dols ; best plough boys 
17 to 20 years old, 1,350 dols. to 1,425 dols.; boys from 
15 to 17 years old, 1,250 dols. to 1,375 dols.; boys 12 to 
15 years old, 1,100 dols. to 1,200. Likely families, and 
also boys and girls, command high prices, as there are 
several gentlemen in the market who are purchasing for 
their own plantations in the South.” 

MISCELLANEOUS. 


WASHINGTON, AUG. 2, 1859.---The President, accom- 
panied by Miss Lane, Mrs. Secretary Thomson, Mrs. 
William M. Browne, Judge Bowin, and Hon, Augustus 
Schell, arrived here at six o’clock this évening, from 
Bedtord Springs. Several members of the Cabinet 
were in waiting to reccive the President, who ap- 
pears to be in the enjoyment of excellent health and 
spirits. 

Private advices from 'Tucso, of July 16, mention a 
hostile meeting between Lieut. Mowry and Edward E. 
Cross, editor of the Arizonian. Four shots were fired 
without effect ; at the last fire Lieutenant Mowry’s rifle 
did not discharge ; it was decided that he was entitled 
to his shot, and Mr. Cross stood without arms to receive 
it ; but Mowry refused to fire at an unarmed man, and 
discharged his rifle in the air and declared himself satis- 
fied. Mutual explanations were made and their diffi- 
culties adjusted. | 

The Opata Indians were committing great ravages in 
Northern Sonora, shooting men and ravishing women. 
The troops seem afraid to attack them. An American 
citizen belonging to Arizona is in jail at Magdalena for 
no offence, and fears were entertained that he would be 
murdered. It is utterly impossible for an American to 
travel now in Sonora without being massacred or robbed 
of everything. 

Advices from Washington to the 3lst July state that 
the construction of the Washington National Monument, 
after a suspension of several years, is about to be re- 
sumed, 

The Roman Catholic Bishop of Montreal has addressed 
a circular to his clergy, calling upon them, as soon as 
possible, to pronounce from their pulpits “a strong 
warning against the opera, the theatre, circus, and other 
amusements of a similar nature,” which, he says, are 
now a real scandal to that city and thecountry districts. 

Horace Mann, professor of Antioch College, died at 
Yellow Spring, Cincinnatti, on the 2d instant. 

The New York Herald, of the 3d, says:—“ Virginia 
Stewart was living last night. Although the doctors 
pronounced her to be aid sinking the night before 
last, yet she has Maspodated their expectations, and was 
able during yesterday to partake of various kinds of 
nutriment. Her triends, seeing that she has lived so 
long, are beginning to have a glimmering of hope of her 
recovery.” 

A despatch from St. Louis states that the returns of 
the Missouri election indicate thesuccess, by a large ma- 

jority, of the republican candidates. In this county the 
democrats have elected one member of the legislature, 
two county commissioners, and one clerk. The republi- 
cans have elected the balance of the candidates. 

Frum Peru we learn that the revolution of Zebaldos 
had been quelled, and the troops who revolted and the 
people had returned to their allegiance. 

The accounts from Ecuador report that the revolution 
of Garcia Moreno and his companions against the 
government of President Robles had completely failed, 
and Morena was in Peru. Quito was in the ds of 


the government, and all the revolutionists had dispersed. |

The Judges of the Landed Estates Court, under the 
authority of the 31st and 22nd of Victoria, “ An Act to 
facilitate the Sale and Transfer of Land in Ireland,” 
have rescinded the General Rules and Orders made on 
the 20th of October, 1853, and numbered from 2 te 134,

When the particulars of the tenancieshave been ob- 
tained, the solicitor having carriage shall frame a 
notice to tenants and occupiers, to be printed and 
circulated amongst the tenantry and occupiers on the 
lands. 

Objections to these notices to be verified by affi- 
davit, and lodged by claimant with the Clerk of 
Records. 

A draught rental of the land, setting out the tennre 
rights, and charges, subject to which the sale is to be 
had, shall be lodged with the examiner, the parties to 
get notice of setting the rental. 

All disputed questions relating to a rental shall be 
heard by the court before it approves of it. 

Estates may be sold either by public auction or by 
private sale. No sale shall be opened solely by reason 
of an advauce in price. 

The actual bidder to whom a lot is sold shall in all 
cases be deemed the purchaser, and shal! be liable to 
complete the purchase, but at the time of sale he may 
declare a trust for another. 

Upon the person who has been declared a pur- 
chaser obtaining a certificate thereof, the purchase- 
money is payable in fourteen days from the declaration 
of the purchase, and beats interest at five per cent. from 
that day to the day of payment, but the judge may ex- 
tend the time. 

If the purchase-money, and all interest payable 
thereon, be not paid back within the time, the so:icitor 
must enforce payment thereof, or any other party inte- 
rested may be empowered to proceed by attachment or 
sequestration, and the property may be resold, and the 
costs attending the sale, together with any deficiency in 
the price, as compared with the former price, shall be 
paid forthwith by the purchaser at the former sale; but 
he shall not be entitled to the benefit of any cxcess in 
the price which may be obtained at the latter sale. 

After the sale, the solicitor shall ascertain all out- 
goings and charges which the purchaser should not be 
called on to pay, and shall take steps to have same paid 
by the person who is liable. 

The purchaser shall be deemed the owner of the 
estate from the time of the sale in Dublin, and from its 
confirmation if the action has taken place in the 
country. 

The draught of the conveyance to a purchaser shall be 
sent to the solicitor having carriage of the sale for his 
approval or objections; the draught shall then belodged, 
with a certificate showing payment of purchase-money, 
or of credit, in the examiner’s office; after the examiner 
or chiefclerk has settled the draughtit shall be laid before 
the judge for his approval, and the purchaser may 
thereupon obtain an attested copy from which to pre- 
pare the engrossment (a deed printed on parchment), 
and the engrossment, when properly compared, shall be 
transmitted to the registrar, and be by him presented to 
the judge for execution. 

When a rental shall have been settled, and the 
searches broughtin and explained, the judge shall give 
directions for a conveyance to the vendee or a decla- 
ration of title. Thedraught must be submitted to the so- 
licitor for the vendor, and before the Court shall execute 
the conveyance the proper vouchers must be produced 
that all orders for payment of consideration, duty or cost, 
have been complied with. The draught ofa declaration of 
title shall be prepared in the same manner and shall be 
lodged with the examiner. When the judge has ap- 
proved ot the draught, anorder for a declaration of title 
may be made, which order shall be published in, at least, 
two Dublin and two local newspapers, and in such other 
papers as the judgemay direct. One month must elapse 
between the latest of such publications and the signa- 
ture of the declaration. The declaration must be cn- 
grossed. At any time within twomonths after the exe- 
cution of a conveyance, purchaser may obtain from 
the registrar an order of injunction for the sheriff to 
put him in possession of any of the unoccupied lands. 
After that period, the purchaser requiring the injunc- 
tion, or an order compelling a tenant to attorn, must ap- 
ply to the judge. After the registry and judgment 
searches shall have been made, a draught sche- 
dule of encumbrances shall be brought in by the 
solicitor having the carriage, and settled by the 
examiner, The schedule shall show all charges 
affecting the lands, or appearing to be a lien or pay- 
able out of the purchase-money. The charges shall 
be placed in such order of priority as may be in con- 
formity with the prima facie rights of parties, and 
the schedule shall show any sums due for principal, 
interest, and costs, and arrears of annuity, and shall 
set forth the names of persons entitled to any surplus 
fund after the payment of charges, the first item shall 
be the same payable in respect of duty under the Act. 
Contemporaneously with the lodgment of the schedule 
a final notice shall be prepared by the solicitor having 
the carriage, to be served under the direction of the 
Court upon owners, claimants, creditors,, purchasers, 
&c. Any person may file an objection to the schedule 
within the time specified in the notice, stating the frcis 
and documents relied onin‘support thereof, and verifyin g 
the objection by affidavit. Notice of the objection to & 
served on the solicitor having the carriage. ‘Two days 
at least before the day appointed for the hearing the 
solicitor, &c., shall attend upon the examiner to 
vouch the services and publications of the notice, and 
produce a certificate showing the objections filed. 
No costs shall be allowed except by direction of the 
judge, in respect of settling the schedule, unless such 
notice be properly served and published. The rulings 
of the judge tiade on the hearing of the schedule 
may be entered on the schedule or in the general order 
book. After the judge has ruled what demands are to 
be paid the examiner shall complete the schedule for the 
purpose of allocation.

If the examiner is satisfied with the 
proofs he shall enter the amounts due [for principal, in- 
terest, and costs on the several claims and demands 
which are to be paid, and the examiner shall enter the 
same in the judge’s list for alteration without further 
notice. After the searches have been examined, the 
judge may make an order for any payment he thinks 
may be safely made, although the schedule of encum- 
brances shall not have been brought in or settled, but 
the costs of such application to be subject to the direction 
of a judge.
